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PREFACE 


This 50 year index of the authors of articles in Scottish Journal 
of Theology was compiled by Professor Kang Phee Seng of Hong 
Kong Baptist University and we are much indebted to him. As 
soon as I began reading the proofs I realised the complexity of 
the task he had undertaken. Over a period of 50 years, many 
contributors have moved location, sometimes referring to 
themselves by their full names and sometimes only by initials. 
The index is as accurate as we could make it. 

Writing this at Christmas 1997, as the journal’s sole editor, 
I have an opportunity to thank Alasdair Heron, Professor of 
Reformed Theology at the University of Erlangen, Germany, 
and pay tribute to the enormous contribution he made to the 
journal between 1975 and 1997. His astringent assessments of 
articles submitted for publication (no matter how distin- 
guished the authors) and his refusal to bow the knee to 
fashion, ensured stability and continuity for the journal (and 
much amusement to those fortunate enough to read his 
comments). Alasdair’s roots with the journal, of course, went 
back much further than 1975, as his father, John Heron, was 
a member of the original Board of Directors. 

Bryan Spinks, formerly of Churchill College, Cambridge, 
and now of Yale University, will be joining me as co-editor in 
January 1998, and I welcome him. He is an old friend, with 
wide theological interests. 

At the 50 year point, other debts should be acknowledged. 
Douglas Grant (along with Ainslie Thin) encouraged the 
journal from its beginning in 1948. He was for many years its 
publisher until, in 1991, we decided to transfer the journal to 
T&T Clark. We are grateful for those years. Geoffrey Green of 
T&T Clark, another old friend, agreed to become our pub- 
lisher, and with his support (and that of Jane Grounsell, his 
Publicity Director), the journal has gone from strength to 
strength. Geoffrey could not have done more for us. At a 
practical day to day level, I owe much to Susan Nichol, T&T 
Clark’s Managing Editor, for her good natured efficiency. 
Electronic text and emailed articles permit extensive last 
minute revision. I am especially grateful for Susan’s invariable 
calmness under fire. 

Finally, and rightly, I acknowledge the journal’s debt to my 
elder brother Thomas S Torrance, who took the Chair of the 
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journal’s Board of Directors when we transferred to T&T 
Clark. An academic economist, he has (with Gerald Moule, the 
Treasurer) overseen the journal’s finances, insisted on publi- 
cation deadlines, and encouraged expansion through the 
World Wide Web and much greater contact with the United 
States. My wife, Morag Torrance, has advised on all computing 
questions. 

There would be no journal at all were it not for my father, 
Thomas F Torrance, and] KS Reid, the founding editors. Fifty 
years on, they are both well, with T F Torrance still actively 
involved with the Board. It is to them that the journal owes 
most.
